$7,000,000; in the fiseal year 1935 
their value amounted to $18,000,000, 
During the same interval exports to 
South Africa {ncrensed from $4,- 
000,000 to $12,000,000. And those 
to New Zealand increased from 
$8,600,000 to more than $7,000,000. 
’ The suceess which has crowned 
efforts to foster trade between these 
Empire countries ig remarkable {n 
vlew of the natural limitations upon 
the volume of goods which can be 
advantageously exchanged. Both 
Australia and Canada, for instance, 
produce large quantities of wheat 
and flour; each is a large producer 
of cattle and meat.

No world agreement on the 
forty-hour week has been reach- 
ed-by the International Labour 
Conference in Geneva, although 
adraft convention approving the 
idea in principle has been adopt- 
ed.

Is it really necessary to assume, 
ax Mr, Rudyard Kipling does, that 
tho pnelfism of the English poople 
and their disinclination to prepare 
for war, fa*due to a, loss of their 
‘anelent virility and thelr apirit of- 
patriotic sacrifice? At the annual 
dinner of the Royal Society of St. 
Georgo: he suggested thnt the an- 
nihflation of nearly a millon spirit- 
ed young Britons in the Grent War 
had left the direction .of British 
thought to-others—many of whom 
had shirked the War, and liked to 
foster the pacifist iden that war 
was the greatest of evils and its 
snerifice a folly. It fg strange that 
the elimination of so many courage 
ous men should have produced this 
disastrous love of peace among the 
english, whereas in Germany, ac- 
cording to Mr. Kipling, her losses 
had no such effect; he asks us to 
admire the cult which demanda that 
German citizens should be trained 
to “endure as.well as Infllct. punish- 
ment.” No doubt the warrlor mind 
must regret the turning of swords 
Into plowshares, and the beast of 
prey must regret any change in. the 
law of the jungle. But we recall 
that Mr, Kiplingy and his friends 
reproached England for her pacl- 
fism before the war, aa now after; 
and therefore thia mean quality of 
liking peace Is not attributable to 
the loss of all Engtand’s brave men 
in the war. The truth fs that many 
of those who fought hard and sur- 
vived are to-day conspletous in 
their support of na policy of peace, 
And there are somo who will think 
‘that in charging his countrymen 
with a desire to reatrict armament, 
Mr. Kipling has given them a hand- 
some tostinonial,

Magna Charta, England's great 
Charter of Liberty, thtough its in- 
Hence on the thoughts of men at 
critical times, has established {t- 
self as part oof the fabric of 
British history; and now its place 
therein is to be formally recognised, 
At Runnymede, in the small church 
where the barons prayed before 
gaining King John's signature to 
their charter some 720 years ayo, 
it is proposed to set up the arms of 
all those-noblemen who shared. in 
the great enterprise.

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~ AEROPLANE CIVILISES 
~~. NEW GUINEA.

’ For centurics, New Guinea, the 
lurgest but one of the clutter of 
fascinating islanda that once form- 
ed a solid link between Australia 
and Asin, has been o No-Man’s 
Land, in so far that. the greater 
part of it was unknown. : 

Even now a very large part of 
It is still n blank on the map, and; 
many people have the vagueat idea 
where it fs, although, administered 
inder League of Nations Mandate 
by the Australian Commonwealth 

Government, half of it now belongs 
to the Empire. id 

Much of it is impenetrable jungle 
and formidable mountain and rn- 
vine, albeit, of wreat beauty. Land 
communication between any two 
given points, ls a matter of tedious 
packhorse and mule, and unreliable, 
often fiercely fiostile natives made 
journeys into the interior hazard- 
ous, if not frankly impossible. 

New Guinea, however, has always 
attracted explorers. The fCascina- 
tion of the unknown and the hunt 
of great mineral wealth has jured 
intrepid men to penctrate its jun- 
gles, often to die at the hands of 
natives. But nobody, until about 
eight years ago, had succeeded jn 
getting more than thirty miles 
away from the coasts, or had 
crossed the istind, The aeroplane, 

Uke the hinterland, was unisnown 


then.

Then, suddenly, reports filtered 
through ‘to Australia, that) some 
adventurous prospectors had. sue- 
eceded in making their way up 
country to an aren now knewn ns 
die Creek, about thirty miles in 
a direct line from the const, but 
actually oa fortnight's hazardous 
journey, There, it was said,, they 
had found gold. 

Other prospectors tried to follow 
suit, but the place was so innacces. 
sible, the transport of supplies so 
dificult, and the natives -so freneh- 
erous, that they were officially 
warned off.

In “Japan and the Paelfic,” by 
Nathaniel Peffer (Hamish Hamil- 
ton, -Ltd., London; 104, Gd.) the 
whole Far Eastern outlook is close- 
ly analysed, and the conclusion 
‘Iw almost in- 
evitable, the only question being 
when it will come.

GREAT GAINS IN 
EMPIRE MARKETS 


JAPANESE 
PURCHASES 


In each month but one since May, 
1933, Canadinn expérts have exceed- 
ed the exports of the corresponding 
month of the preceding yenr. This 
cumulative {nerease. has reached 
large proportions. For the calender 
‘year of 1934 as compared with 19:3: 
Canada made’ greater -gatns in 
éxporta than any country In the 
world, except British Malaya, and 
the gain in Canadian imports was 
surpassed only by British South 
Africa. . . 

For the fiscal year ending March 
were 
$473,799,955, and imports $406,383,- 
44, compared with figurea for 1934, 
$579,343,145 and _$435,798,626, and 
for 1936, $659,474,994, and $622,- 
431,163. 


Thia improvement in the volume 
and. value of foreign trade is.by no 
means a world-wide nhenomenon; 
in fnet, the value of Canadian 
exports. to countries other than 
those within the Empire and to the 
United States declined between the 
fiseal yeara 1933 and 1996 by $15,- 
000,000. In this interval, sales to 
the British Empire increased by 
$19,000,000 and those to the 
United ' States by $81,000,000, a 
combined increase of $200,000,000. 
This. recovery in foreign trade has 
been a major influence in the stendy 
improvement under way in Canada. 

While recent statistics from the 
League of Nations do not indicate 
that the downward trend in world 
trade outside the British Empire 
haa been completely arrested, yet 
there are indications of incipfent 
recovery in South America and 
Asia, markets of peculiar interest 
to Canada. To Jnpan, for instance, 
Canadian exports in the fiscal year 
1935 were $16,936,000 ns compared 
with $13,803,000 and $3,312,000 in 
1934 and 1933. To every country 
in South America, except Peru. 
Canada exported more goods in the 
fiseal yenr 1935 than in 1934, 
While the total improvement in the 
value of exports to Latin America 


J} cannot he considered of great. im- 


portance, yet the fact that there 
were gains in the exports to most 
of the countries of Latin America 
is significant. ' 


EXPORTS TO EMPIRE 


. Between 1933 and 1936 Canadian 
exports to Empire countries other 
than Great Britain increased - by 
more than 100 per ¢ent.: Next in 
importance to Canadian exports to 
Great Britain and the United States 
stand exports to Australia, In 
1933 these exports had a value of 
$7,000,000; in the fiscal year 1935 
their value amounted to $18,000,000, 
During the same interval exports to 
South Africa inercaaed from $4,- 
000,000 to $12,000,000. And those 
to New Zenland increased from 
$3,500,000 to more than $7,000,000. 

The success which has crowned 
efforts to foster trade between these 
Empire countries is remarkable in 
view of the natural limitations upon 
the volume of goods which can be 
advantageously exchanged. | Both 
Australia and Canada, for instance, 
produce large quantities of wheat 
and flour; each ts a large producer 
of cattle and meat. Australin is 
one of the largest dairying coun- 
tries, but Canada produces sufficient 
butter for her own requirements, 
Roth countries are making every 
effort to supply a steadily increas- 
ing proportion of their own require- 
ments of manufactured goods; yet, 
notwithstanding: these limitations, 
Australia ranks third among the 
export markets of Canada, While 
a somewhat similar argument might 
be put forward to prove that there 
was little basis for trade with South 
Africa and New Zealand, itsis of

In “Japan and the. Pacific,” by | * 


thaniel Peffer (Hamish Hamil- 
by Ltd, London; 108, 6d.) the 
whole Far Enntern outlook is clono-. 
ly analysed, and 
wanched th that war is almost. In- 
evitable,. the only question being 
when it will come. The author, 
whe writes os o-serioua and wall- 
informed student of Far'-Eaatern 
nffnirs, marshals , his drguments 
clearly and‘ forcibly, and sets what 
he regards the fronds of present 
happonings against a care 
Hala background. He helds that 
Japan {s bent on complete mastery 
of Asia, and argues that either half 
a Continent “muat fall to Japan, 
with all the consequences that en- 
taila for the reat of the. world, or 
there must be wat. The future of 
Japan as a race, {t is contended, Hes 
between success in colonial exploita- 
tion and internal Impoverishment 
to the point of disruption, and the 
author holds that the glib con- 
clusions that Japan's expansion will 
be cheeked by economle Hmitations 
are subject to serious question. 
The pressure of population is re- 
garded as an apology after the fact, 
not a reason for the fact; and in 
so far ag Japan is not actuated by 
purely military ambitions and 
strategical considerations, its desire 
for contro! of the Far Enst arises 
from economic need, Mr. Petfer 
does not believe that the Japan- 
ese peaple will check their milltar- 
fats, or even that they want to. 


‘Holding, that only war will stop 
Japan in her ambitions, Mr. Peffer 
says only three countries come into 
the queation—Great Britain, Russia 
and the United States. He rules 
war between Japan and Reitain as 
4 possibility too remote for serious 
consideration: sees a possible clash 
with Russia; but mostly inclines to 
the view that war will come be- 
tween the United States and Japan, 
This latter contingency Is based on 
waubmission that the United States 
has taken a stronger stand ayeninst 
Japan aggression than any other 
Power—that it has Indiented in 
unmistakeable terms that it expects 
Japan to get. out of Manchuria. 
The Stimson Doctrine is viewed by 
Mr. Peffer as more than a refusal

By nine o'clock there was a big 
gathering on the - ground floor 
when ‘the Acting Chairman deli- 
vered n specch of welcome, 

BANK'S HISTORY 

Mr. Li Koon-chun aaid:—In: the 
absence ‘of. our Chairman Sir 
Shouson Chow from the Colony, 
on account of: his health, 1 have 
much ,pleasure to extend-to all of 
you on behalf of the Directors 
and the “management a cordial 
welcome at this opening ceremony 
of the new and permanent build- 
ing of the Bank of East Asia, Ltd. 
In doing so I wish to give you a 
brief history of the Bank's develop- 
ment, . 

It was seventeen years .ago on 
November 11, 1918 when the whole 
World was rejoicing over .the 
cessation of strife and bloodshed 
in Europe that a group of well- 
known merchants headed by Sir 
Shouson Chow got together and 
brought into boing the Bank of 
East Asia, Ltd. It was on this 
memorable day that they signed 
mn agreement and undertook to 
arganive this bank and supply its 
original capital. Their enterprise 


-|business and eventually the pre- 


nt once met with -success and on 
January 4th, 1919 the bank was 
formally opened with a paid-up 
Capital of $2,000,000 at No. 2, 
Queen's Road Central. The first 
Board -of Directors consisted of 
Sir Shouson Chow, Messrs. Li 
Koon-chun, Chan Ching-shek, Kan 
Ying-po, Wong - Yun-tong, Mok 
Ching-kong, P, K. Kwok, the late’ 
Mr. Pong Wal-ting, the late Mr. 
Ng Tsang-luk and the late Mr. 
Fung Ping-shan, with ‘Mr. Kan 
Tong-po, as its Chief Mannger and 
Mr. Li Tse-fong its Assistant’ 
Manager. ‘ . 

The first few years of the bank's 
existence were characterised by 
rapid progress. (1 1921 the au- 
thorised capital was increased to 
$10,000,000 with a pald-up capital 
of $5,000,000 and several well- 
known merchants were invited to’ 
join tho Board of Directors.
